that no expansion of any adequate nature 
has taken place in the ultimate maritime 
service given 

While it may be easier to suggest 
national shinping subsidies than it would 
be to pay them, there are few nations in 
the world today which have not had to 
resort to such forms of assistance long 
ag0 Canada's fail toh 1. .the 
subvention of the Canadian-Australian 
service a few vears ago cost this country 
its direst connection with the Antipodes 
Its studied neclect of a merchant marine 
ind of development has cost 
the economic life of the nation incalculable 
losses. Patching at the present situation 
is not likely to be effective. What 
the nation needs is an entirely rew and 
more vicorous policy on maritime upkeep 
in touch with the opportunities of the 
times and Canada's own position as a 
senior trading nation. If the 
the commission's journey teach something 
of this lesson at Ottawa the inquiry will 
be well worthwhile 
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Profitable Business 


URIOSITY on what net profits from 
Victoria's parking meters run to in 
a year prompted the Colonist this week 
to check over the official returns, and 
the results were published yesterday 
They are illuminating. Victoria has had 
perking meters in operation for eight 
years, and in that relatively short period 
thev hove returned a clear profit of about 
som non 
The net profit was small in the begin- 
nine. because allowgnce had to be made 
for the purchase of the meters. Latter 
with most of the debts paid off and the 
number of meters greatly increased, the 
returns have been mounting. At present 
the net profit is running close to $70,000 
a year, and will climb still higher when 
the additional 300 meters now being 
installed begin to make money, On top

What is more, 
municipal parking lots or pigeonhole 
buildings such as many North American 
cities now onerate would themselves be 
revenue producers; could in fact provide 
more clear profit, in time if not at the 
beginning. It has never been suggested 
that parking should be free. A charge at 
the rate of, say, 5 cents an hour but 
with no irksome time limit or worries 
about fines would meet the public need 
admirably. 

What seems to be holding the council 
back from embarking on a project of this 
sort is the belief held by some that if 
merchants want parking facilities for 
their customers they should go into the 
themselves, on some kind of 
plan If that were the 
narrow view ofthe matter everywhere 
some of the bigger cities on this continent 
would be in a fine mess Victoria is 
making this $70,000-a-year profit out of 
a special tax, most of it derived from 
non-residents, and it*has a moral obliga- 
lion to provide something in return. To
